In a recent speech in Moscow, reported by the 
‘Associated ‘Press, Leon Trotzky, in his capacity 
as war minister for Soviet Russia, urged that the 
Soviet army, already the largest sianding army 
today in the world, be strengthened. ‘His reason 
was ‘that “if the coming Genoa conference next 
month by the nations of Europe should not result 
satisfactorily to Russia, it might be necessary to 
tip ‘the ‘balance with blood, ‘perhaps this spring. 
On the same day Premierg Poincare and Lioyd 
George” agreed that the conference shall be held 
(April 10, ‘Assuming that Trotzky means what 
he says, his) words fall short of veing an ulti- 
matum only because he @oes not say what will 
satisfy Rusaia; but presumably the Russian dele- 
gates ‘will go to the Genoa Comference in a po- 
sition to make known ‘Moscow’s demands. Their 
last argument will be Trotzky’s open threat of 
bloodshed: 

Leniiie wilt head the Russian #abrution to the 

Genoa conference, and it may be the statesmen of 
the other nations will ‘be prepared to meet the 
‘Russian “delegates: wpon these terms; but if they 
do,, they must. Jogi¢ally ‘be “prepared to meet 
threats with thréats. It follows, tnen, that the 
Genoa conference, which is to assemble in the 
cause .of reconstruetion and peace, may concety- 
ebly resolve itself inte a couneil of war after 
the Russian delegates. start for home, ‘With that 
prospect in view, the \American policy, which is 
simply let the Soviet leaders stew in their own 
juice, becomes more attractive =e sensible than 
ever.
